Human Sight Organ 
Dèscribed As Very 
Complex Apparatus 

Louis Rotman Spoke. Before 
Biological Society 
.Yesterday , 

TRAŒD EVOLirriON 

Said BirtV Have Best Type 
, Of Eye Found Aniong 
Animals 

"The human eye i.o a very complex 
system," stated Louts Rotman, Arts 
'35, at the outset of the talk which 
he gave before thé Biological Soislety 
in the Bloloslcal Building j-esterdajr 
afternoon, on the "Evolution of the. 
Eye." ■ . ' 

The eye is very much like, a simple 
camera, and the pupil reseioibles the 
pin-hole of such a camera. Hie am- 
oeba, which is the lov,-est tj-pe of ani- 
mal, has no eye as sucli but its whole 
body is sensitive to light, Intensity. 
Tile plat}rhelminthes which are a high- 
er type have a cup-sliaped eye, and 
the next higher type Of visual, organ 
Is found in the annelids which can dis- 
cern whence the light ls .ocming; they 
also have a viscid medium similar to 
the vitreous humour of the human 
est. The fint lens is found in; the^ 
mcdlusc; the Insects luve Iem; i«tina 
and oomea, and the «rrangément of 
tlîe optic nerve resembles that of fhe 
vertebrates. The insect's optic organ 
is the highest found in the inverte- 
brate kingdom. 

- Amphioxu Link . 

The amphioxus, which niiay be talcen 
as the link between Invertebrates, has 
a sort of pigment eye at the top of 
the notochord. Tlic iisbes. the lowest 
order of vertebrates, can see colors, 
aocording to Zolotnotsky. ' and are 
color-blind, acccrdiiii; to Hoase. Hiey 
have a focuslns apparatus made of 
muscle fibres and caUefl- the. falciform 
process; tliey see batter; near at hand 
tiian;at a distance, lu this ie^pect be-

Members of the Club then presented 
an amusing skit from Dm Quixote 
iUustratlng the now obsolete Spanish 
style of fencing, using the methods of 
circular motion. 

Sliakespeare and tlie Elizabethans 
used fencing terms in their proper 
slgnificanoe, said Professor Nobbs, then 
began a gei)^ral misuse of the tirms 
wliich reached the peak of misinter- 
pretation in Scott's novels and has 
continued to the present time when 
journalists, politicians and novelists. 
In using simllies of fencing^ f^ to use 
correct terms. ^However there lias been 
à revival of interest among jotonaUsts 
since the publication of "Secrets of the 
Sword" By Egerton Castle giving the 
complete history 'of fencing. . 
. ' Kipling uses the term "wielding the 
pen" evidently under the misguided 
Impiresslon that "wielding" in fencing, 
indicates a forceful movement- with 
ftourishes as with à sabre. However 
Professor Nobbs demonstrated the ex- 
treme delicacy of this operation. Again 
the term "on guard" does "not neces- 
sarily imply being on the defensive 
but rather being in absolute readiness 
eqwUy, for defense or attack.

The new trees are being developed 
at the Institute of Forest -Oenetics, in 
GaUfamia-^ It is icstlmated lhat it will 
^cost only one-ihirà^^ a 
cr(V of trees n^tu^ng in 25 years as 
it does to raise a 50 year crop, initial 
costs being equal. 

The ne.w trees are produced by artl- 
flclal^iniating/vContTolling the poUlna- 
;tlon process.. :A hypodermic needle is 
used -for sprinkling the. pollen.' from 
pne,tree on thcflciWer of another, 
canvas covering ttie flower being 
plcixed by the needle. Seeds devel- 
oped in this way produce a- tree with 
the best qualities of both its ' parents, 
suoh' as speed of growth and straight- 
:iîéâs%^Sg^in?---- - V ■ • 

Experiments also are being con- 
ducted with X-iuys In an effort to 
cause seed changes that will result in 
tilt seeds fimdng into bei/ter trees.
